THE WASHINGTON MONUMENT. 


An Altitude of Over 520 Feet Reached— 
How It Will Be Finished. 

WASHINGTON, November 1%, —- The 
Washington monument to-day reached a 
greater height than that of any other structure 
in the world, being 620 feet ten inches above 
the floor of the monument. The next highest 
structure is the spire of the Cologne cathedral, 
which towers 515 feet above the floor of the 
building. it has been’ estimated that 
it will take but twenty-five work- 
ing dxys_ to complete the monu- 
ment, so there is not the least doubt of 
it being finished in time for its de Lion on 
the 22nd of next February. As the construc 
tion of the roof progresses, the question which 
excites the most curiosity is how the capstone 
is to be placed in pesition.. People passing 
along the street look up and see the large 
mast which supports the boom for lifting 
stone, projecting above the monumentthrough 
the very point which will be eccupied by 
the capstone, and wonder how the latier can 
be placed in position when the mast is taken 
down. The following isthe manner in which 
the work will be done. When only nine 
more stones are wanted to reach the sum- 
mit, a jittle platform will be built around the 
roof, which will be finished upto that point. 
This platform will be bracketed to large tim- 
bers extending along the outside surface of the 
roof and resting upon the large platform 
which can be seen at the top of the shaft 
proper on the outside. The nine stones needed 
to complete the work will be hoisted by the 
big boom, which is now at work, and placed 
on the platform. The mast and boom and 
whole hoisting apparatus will be then taken 
down entirely removed. In its place 
will be erected a quadrupod, the base resting 
upon the little platform referred to. At the 
apex of this quadrupod, which will be directly 
above the location of the capstone, will be a 
block and tackle by which the remaining 
stones will be raised and put in place. After 
the stones are all up, the quadrupod will be 
removed, then the bracketed platform, and 
lastly the heavy timbers which supported it. 
Themen will reach the large platform by 
means of a ladder. The work will then be 
completed, with the exception of removing 
the large platform. Its timbers will be taken 
in at the windows, the last man on the outside 
entering one of the permanent windows on 
the east side, and the iron beams which sup- 
-ported the platform will be drawn in, and the 
holes which were left for them to pass through 
will be replaced by marble blocks, and every- 
thing will be finished,

INST RANCE OASE DECIDED. 
in Which the Burning of Richmond on 
Evacuation Day is Involved, 

Wasuiveton, November 19.—Decisions were 
rendered by the United States supreme court 
to-dey. in the cases No. 95, Robert Grame, 
executur, ete., plaintiff in error vs. the Mu- 
inal assurance society of Virginia, and No. 96, 
Wellington Goddin, executor etc., plaintiff in 
error. vs. the Mutual assurance society of 
Virginia, in error to the supreme court of ap- 
peals of Virginia. The cases were dismissed 
for the want of jurisdiction. These were 
suits brought by the appellant 
end plaintiff in error against the insurance 
company, to recover the amount of certain 
fire insurance policies issued by said company 
upon property in Riehmond, Va., which was 
burned at the time that the city was captured 
by the federal troops in 1865. The insurance 
company refuse to pay on the ground that by 
the ex;ress ferms of its policies it was not 
liable for damages from fires caused by “civil 
war, commotion, insurrection, or the invasion 
ofa torsign enemy;” that the fire in this case 
was due to one or all of these causes. The su- 
preme court of appeals of Virginia rendered a 
decisicn in favor of the compmy on ‘the 
ground that the fire was the result of “an in- 
vasion of a foreign enemy.” When the cases 
were appealed to this court, the question of 
uriediction was raised, the company 
maintaining that the cases were not decided 
by the court below on the federal «uestion, and 
that consequently this court was without juris- 
diction to review the decision. At the conclu- 
sion of the argument to-day, Chief Justice 
Waite snnounced as the opinion of the court 
ibat it had no jurisdiction of the cases, and 
must therefere dismiss them, and it was 80 
ordered.

LIVES LOST ON THE ALA- 
BAMA RIVER. 


The Boiler of the Steamboat “Captain Sam” Bursts 
With Terribie Resul's -The Scene After the 
Wreock—Tho Cries ofthe Wounded—Loss 
of Life and Property—The Scenes. 


Montcomery,Ala., November 19.—[Special. |] 
The particulars of the fatal boiler explosion 
on the Captain Sam have just been received. 
The Captain Sam,a river steamer plying be- 
tween this place and Selma, ran on a sand bar 
yesterdsy evening about a mile below Wash 
ington ferry, il being about sixteen miles from 
Montgomery. While trying to 
of the sand ar it is supposed that 
the boilers were neglected, as they 
raised too much steam in trying to back. off. 
Al ut 3 Pp. m. the boiler exploded, blowing 
the boat all to pieces. So great was the force 
of ihe explosion that it threw the timbers in 
the field 1006 yards from the water, and scat- 
tered the é¢rew in all directions. This morn- 
ing, in summing up, it was found that three 
colored men Captain English’s little 
daughter, aged seven years, were missiag.

outright and missing. The following 
are the names of the missing. Kattie English, 
eleven-year-old daughter ot the captain, and 
three negro deck hands, named Sam, Jack 
and Gus. Nearly allthe others are more 01 
less wounded and scalded,somo slightly, others 
serious. Among the passengers badly hurt is 
Dubose McNeal, of Attaugaville, Alabama. 
Roth his were Broken and other- 
wise injured. He died sinee, before he 
could be moved. At the time of the 
eccident the boat was close to the bank in 
shallow water, with a moderate amount ot

THE FATAL MOMENT. 

Iie was blown in the river a considerable 
distance. His brave engineer, ‘although bad- 
ly scalded, made for him, rescuing him in a 
severely bruised condition and _ senseless, 
but was soon brought ta conscjousness again, 
to‘'learn of the sad fate that befell him, and 
his darling, bright and promising daughter 

-atietbeing emong the lost. A little son and 
daughter ofthe captain were saved, with 
whom he arrived to-day ina pitiful plight. 
Dr. Wilson attended:him and pronounced his 
injuries serious but not necessarily 
fatal. The Montgomery city authorities 
sent Drs. Hill and Simpson with nurses and 
ambulences to the sceue of disaster, whence 
they will return to-night with the wounded, 
who will be properly taken care of. Seven 
arrived to-night and were conveyed to tho 
city hospital. Most of the above facts were 
pathered by your correspondent from Captain 
English, who, although suffering bodily and 
mental agonies, described the true facts made 
public. — 
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THE SCENE DESCRIBED. 

Ife described the scene after the accident as 
most heartrending. A heavy rain was falling 
at the time, and during the entire night, no 
houses in sight, and all the wounded were 
compelled to lie on the cold, wet ground until 
# o’clock this morning, betore help could be 
obtained from a distance. Meantime the 
suffering of the wounded and their 
pitiful cries for help and _ relief was 
simply indiscribable. Cotton bales were 
blown sé€veral hundred yards. Captain 
English is an old and most reliab’e 
steam bo: Linan, but no accident in his long Ca- 
reer can be compared, he says, to this one, 
whereall were more or less injured, the pi- 
lot being theonly one unhurt. The capiain, 
his littlesonand daughter were conveyed by 
rsilto their home at Loundesboro, Ala., this 
evening. 

The boiler of the boat was almost new and 
in good condition, with but a moderate amount 
ofsteamon. The boat was an old tow boal, 
purcbased by some Selma merchants and used 
lately as atrade boat between there and here. 
The cargo consisted of 50 bales of cotton and 
500 sacks of cotten seed, which were scattered 
broadcast for some distance. The boat is badly 
wrecked and the cabin gone. 

A DISASTER ON LAND. 

At about the same time last night, the sec- 
ond collision in a week occurred on the Mobile 
and Montgomery raillroad, this time 27 miles 
from here, at Calhoun Station. Two sections 
f the freight collided with the rear section of 
one striking the front section of another. H. 
A. Davidson, the brakesman, a popular young 
Montgomery man, was killed. Another brakes- 
manand the engineer were wounded. The 
front section had four cars badly wrecked, but 
nobody hurt.

Lyxcunvre, Va., November 19.—A tale of 
sn Prison comes from Buchanan, Wise and 
Dickinson counties. These counties occupy an 
isolated position on the extreme western limit 
of Virginia. For a number of weeks a fatal 
disease has been prevalent there. Many deaths 
bave occurred. The nature of the disease is 
yet undefined, but it is believed to arise from 
poisoned water. The drouth that has. con- 
tinued there for months has nearly dried 
vp all the streams, springs and wells, and itis 
supposed that the water left is impregz ated 
with mineral poison. A reliable correspondent, 
writing from there, tells a pitiful story and 
siys that in seffie cases as many as four corpses 
were found in a single house. 

Deaths from Drouth in>Contocock, 

Contocock, N. H., November 19.—The 
elects of the drouth are seriously felt in many 
portions of this state. In Hopkinton six fam- 
ilies are dependent for water on one small 
tprivg. In other localities sickness due wholly 
lothe use of water from low wells has oc- 
curred, and seems to be increasing. Searlet 
lever and diphtheria exist in various towns, 
but have not yet become epidemic. In several 
instances the schools have been closed on ac- 
count of sickness among the pupils.

A DESPERATE TRAGEDY 


IN WHICH THREE PERSONS ARE 
SHOT TO DEATH. 


Howard Enters the House of ‘His Adversary, Named 
Peak, Shoots Him Dead, Then Kills Mrs, Peak, 
and Dies from Wounds Previously Re- 
ceived—Other Crimes of the Day. 


CuattanooGa, November 19.—({Special.]— 


The sequestered mountainous little village of 
Clayesville, in Marshall county, Ala., on the 
line of the Memphis and Charleston railroad, 
isin a tumult of excitement just now over one 
of the most terrible tragedies that ever occur- 
red in that section. A gentleman just from 
the bloody scene gives Tne Consritvtion’s cor- 
respondent the following details of the affair: 
For @ year past there been

man named Howard, and Henry (C. Peak, a 
well known farmer. On Monday afternoon, 
about dusk, Howard armed himself with a 
double barrel shotgun, heavily charged with 
buckshot, and went to Peak’s house to settle 
the feud. Howard walked into the house un- 
ennounced, where the family were eating sup- 
per. Seeing his old enemy armed, and takiag 
such liberties in his house, leak seized 
a rifle and shot Howard through 
the abdomen. The _ Iatter leveled his 
gun at Peak, and fired the contents of one 
barrel into his head. . The ppper portion of 
his head was blown off. Peak’s wife, wild 
with excitement and grief over her husband’s 
tragic death,seized a billet of wood and started 
to attack Howard.

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CHOLERA LADEN SHIPS. 


A Vessel from Italy Not Allowed to Touch at 
Buenos Ayres. 

Burxos Ayres, November 19.—The Italian 

steamer Perseo arrived here yesterday, having 
been refused admittance into the port of Mon- 
tevideo. The government transport Villarino, 
on sighting the steamer, signalled to her to 
stop, and she was ordered to leave the A - 
tine waters immediately, notwithstanding the 
protest of the captain that he was in want of 
coal. The Villarino was ten miles from land 
when she signalled the vessel. 
Nothing further is known of the cholera in 
the Freneh steamer Matteo Bruzzo. It is said 
that fifty deaths from cholera had occured on 
board the vessel.

The authorities of the Ar- 
gentine republic have opened the ports from 
yesterday for arrivals trom Genoa and Mar- 
seilles, but only for vessels which sailed yes- 
terday from the ports mentioned. The 
steamers en route have put back to their. 
points of departure and will sail later for this 
port. 


Baron Alexander von Stieglitz, 

Loxpox, November 10.—Baron Alexander 
von Streglitz, the famous Russian banker, died 
on November 5, leaving a fortune of 100,000,- 
000 roubles, or nearly $75,000,000. He was 
the actual head of the celebrated bank of St. 
Petersburg, and by his commercial genius and 
extraordinary activity he exercised a wonder- 
ful influence upon the industrial 
development of Russia by means of rail- 
ways and other enterprises. He was a son of 
the late Baron Louis von Stieglitz. He wasa 
widower and left no children. His estate, with 
the exception of what is disposed of by his 
will, will be inherited by two nephews—Her- 
ren von Harder and VPolowzco. In his will 
Baron von Stieglitz bequeaths the whole of 
the St. Petersburg and Peterhof railway to his 
partner, Baron Fehleisen, and to each of sev- 
eral confidential clerks he leaves a splendid 
mansion. 


Dispersed by the Cuirassiers, 

Lyons, November 19.—While a body of 
municipal laborers were engaged to-day in 
filling up the moats around the fortifications, 
about a thousand workingmen entered the 
works and demanded employment, aceompas 
vying their demand With menacing threats 
towards the laborers already engaged. The 
commissary of police addressed the intruders, 
urging them to desist, but his efforts at ap- 
peasing them were unavailing, and he was 


compelled to summon the assistance of the. 


gendarms to eject them. The men, however, 
returned and forced an entry into the works. 
A force of cuirassiers was then summoned, 
who charged upon and dispersed the rioters.

The Redistribution Bill, 

Loxpow, November 19.—Mr. Gladstone has 
written a letter, in which he says that the 
government will require an adequate assur- 
ence that the franchise bill will be passed by 
the house of lords hefore the redistribution 
bill shall be presented. This, however, 
does not preclude friendly. communicatton 
between the leaders of the two parties. Be- 
fore such assurance is given the conservative 
leaders have asked the government that such 
communication regarding the nature of the 
proposed redistribution bill shall be made to 
them. 

The government say that the version of 
Lord Northbrook’s report on Egypt, which 
was made public through Reuter’s agency, is 
correct. 

Tne Cholera in France. 

Paris, November 19.—-There were forty-one 
deaths from cholera yesterday, all but sixteea 
of which oceurred in the hospitals. Up to 
noon to-day forty fresh cases had been ad- 
mitted into the hospitals, and there had been 
four deaths. 

From midnight to six o’clock this evening 
there were four deaths from choleta in the city 
and ten in the hospitals. Nine deaths to-day 
are reported at Oran and two at Nantes. 

There was one death from cholera at Yport 
i -day, and one at Bertry. 


An Irish Measure Rejected. 

Loxvox, November 19.——The house of com- 
mons to-day, by a vote of 40 to 32, rejected the 
Irish compensation for improvements bill, 
which sought to extend the provisions of the 
land act to country towns’and villages. 

Lord Salisbury, conservative leader, in re- 
plying to an adddress presented to him by a 
deputation, said he believed that the crisis 
was passing away. The house of lords had no 
great desire to appeal to the ‘country. The 
government, he said, had conceded to them as 
much as could be expected as a prereauisite 
to the passage of the franchise bill. 

When the French Will Evacuate, 

Paris, November 19.—Le Paris, in an arti- 
cle referring to the reports current of a settle- 
ment of the Franco-Chinese question, says 
that France will continne her military prep- 
urations and will only disarm upon receiving 
suitable guarantees for the future, and upon 
the evacuation of Tonquin by the Chinese.

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| SOUTHERN LOANS. | 


Railroad securities are universally discred- 
ited, and capitalists and insurance compa 
nies are said to be turning to farm property 
in the south and west as a substitute. .\c- 
cording to a recent statement in the New 
York Times, six eastern insurance companies 
had loaned to western farmers up to January 
1. 1877, no less than $68,770,049. At that 
tifme only $6,000 had been lost on foreclosure 
sales. The western experiment was 89 satis- 
factory that the capitalists of the eastern 
states and of the Old World propose to repeat 
the process in the south. They desire long 
loans at 7 or § per cent on 40 per cent of the 
value of the property, not including build- 
ings. The interest is made payable annually 
at the New York office. Asthe best corpor- 
ate securities do net yield over five or six per 
cent, the farm investments are ceming into 
favor, and the chances are that the southern 
country will soon be covered with men who 
are looking for farms that are not supplied 
with mortgages. 

There may be some good in all this to the 
south, because the rate of the loans to our 
farmers is very high, especially if the loans 
take the form of credit for supplies fur- 
nished: but still a mortgage is so relentless in 
its course, so difticult to shake off, it is doubt- 
ful whether any increased facilities for the 
loaning of money would be an unmixed 
blessing. There is money in farming 
when it is done on a credit basis, whether the 
rate of interest be high or low, and if our 
farmers can get long loans at7 or 5 per cent

About Cremation, 

C. F. &., Wartrace, Tenn.: Please 
facts about cremation. 

There are several processes used for cremation, 
The Siemen’s furnace, which has been adopted by 
ihe advocates of this mode of disposing of tha 
dead in Germany, England and elsewhere, is prob+ 
ably ithe best known. The body is placed in aig 
oblong brick or iron-cased chamber, underneatis 
whichisa furnace. The air of the chamber ig 
raised toa very high temperature before the body 
is putin, and a stream of heated hydro-carbon 
from a gasometer is then admitted, which oncon- 
tact with intensely beated air within immediately 
bursts into flame. The chamber is, of course, 80 
constructed as neither to admit draughts ef ait 
from withoutor to permit the escape oi gasey 
from within, The noxious gases 
which are evolved n the beginning 
of the combustion precess are passed through @ 
flue into a second furnace, where they are entirely 
consumed. By this process a bo¢cy weighing 144 
pounds can be reduced in about fifty minutes to 
net wore than four pounds of limedust, Thecos§ 
of constructing one of these furnaces is considera¢ 
ble, probably about $2,000, but when built oug 
could serve the purposes of cremating numberless 
bodies. In each individual process, not more tham 
200 pounds of fuel are re uired, the cost of which 
would vary greatly in different localities in this 
country, but would probably seldom exceed $2, 
Cremation was the common  0practice oi the 
ancient Greeks, amd has been the custom ef 
some of the Asiatic mations, notably the 
Siamese, the Burmese, and the Hindoos 
from remotest times to the present. 
The method pursued by ,there nationsis usually 
the crude one of‘ burning the bodyin a pile of 
wood, or other fuel. Closed incinerators have been 
constructed by order of the British government im 
many towns of India, with the double object. of
